Replying to your letter of January 27, 1958, we 
wish to advise that we have checked our Mexican War records 
and do not a Captain Edward DeLong listed therein. 


We do find, however, two Edward DeLong's who 
served in the Civil War. One Edward DeLong enlisted as a 
Sergeant in Company B, 147th Regt. Ohio Vol. Inf. and was 
twenty-six years of age when he enlisted on May 2, 1864. He 
was mustered out with company August 40, 1864. The other 
Edward DeLong enlisted as a Private in Company D, S0th Regt. 
Ohio Vol. Inf. and was thirty-nine years of age when he en- 
listed on August 16, 1861. He was discharged December 7, 1867, 
at hospital, St. Louis, Mo., on Surgeon's certificate of dis- 
ability. 


We hope that the above information will be of some 
service to you.

The Civil War record as given is the record of Edward DeLong son of Joseph 
and Elizabeth DeLong, and Joseph was a son of George DeLong and wife Jane 
Ward DeLong, our pioneer ancester who came to Ohio and settled in York 
Twpe Belmont Coe Ohio in the year 1802. 


Joseph DeLong lived in Richland Twpe Guernsey Coe Ohio and was Justice of 
the Peace there ‘in 181le Joseph served in the War of 1812 in Ohio, his son 
Edward no doubt was born in Guernsey Coe Ohio about 1817. 


The earliest records I have of Joseph DeLong in Perry Coe Ohio are 1819-1820 
being a transfer of land ( Joseph DeLong to Jerimiah Reed Sece 11 Twpe 16-R 
15 part of the S.W. quarter 45 acres- Oct 26 1819- Vole C. Page 452)e 


Joseph DeLong and family were Catholic as shown in his ( Perry Coe ) will 
requesting his minor daughters to be educated at Ste Marys Seminarye

Coe Ohio, but I have their entire family record as theyleft Perry Coe Ohio 
and moved to Oskaloosa, Mahaska Coe Iowa, ( This son Edward B. 183l= D. 1904). 
These are the only two Edward DeLongs that I have in my records, if there 
were others I have not the records and I know of no other DeLong either in 
Perry Coe or Guernesy Cos excepting our line of DeLongse 


I believe this " Civil War Veteran " whos record you have is the Edward 
DeLong whom the Investigator is searching, certainly the only Edward DeLong 
Of Guernsey COe and Perry Coe Ohio whose record I have ever hade

My attention has only recently been called to your request 
of December 15th to my father Albert C. De Long, aeceased Nov. 10th, 
1937, by his second wife who knows little of the family history» 


I am very interested in the further identification of the 
grave marked E.da Le at St. Patricks in Chatsworth but regret that I 
ean offer little factual data, being of the third or fourth generation 
of De Longs. 


I have searched the family Bible and albums in my pocession 
(fine pictures but few names or records) but find only the notation of 
the marriage of Edward De Long to Ruth Lackey, August 7th, 1838. 
From this I take it that Edward De Long was either the father or bro- 
ther of my grandfather Jossph L. De Long, àa forner merchant in Chats~ 
worth and a lieutenant in the Ohio Volunteers. I have a picture of 
the old store with sign "DE LONG & BROS in Chatsworth before the 80's. 
He died in 1900 and is buried at Mound Grove, Kankakee. Possibly the 
Chatsworth Plaindealer files would tell of his direst relatives. 


Josaph L. De Long came from Ohio to Chatsworth, married my | 
grandmother Aurelia Knecht from Shelbyville. She has one living 
sister, Mrs» Anna Moore, Terre Haute, Ind., to whom I will write for 
possible information. 


There remain two children from this marriage, my fathers 
prother and sister from whom I believe you can receive more intelligent 
information and who should be able to explain Edwards title and identity.

My father's two sisters married brothers by 
the name of Cook, and the one I speak of who had the picture 
lived on a farm near Cullom dale, Mrs Cook and her husband 
are both dead, in fact, the whole family of ten have died 
except one boy, who sti}l lives in or near Culiom on a farm. 
I think his name is Frank Cook and if you write to him 
to Cullom T11, you can then check up on the name of our 
&randmother. 


I am sorry not to be able to give you information 
as to where my father died. I can just say that I think he 
died in Ohio, There is one thing of which T am positive, 
end that is that my grandmother's name was Ruth Lackey.

Dear Sir: In answer to your letter of January 9th, asking 

for information about my grandfather Captain Edward De Long. 

I know very little about him as he died the year I was born. 

I do know that he is burried at Chatsworth for T remember 

going with my parents on Decoration Day to visit his gave, altho 
I was very young at the time. 

My own father was a Civil War Veteran (2nd Lt. from 
an Ohio Regiment) The State of Ohio was where he was born, and 
his father died there and was brought to Chatsworth for burial. 
He was no doubt inlisted in an Ohio Regiment also. 

My fathes's brother A. J. De Long (deceased) had 
several sons, one of which is now living at Eureka California. 
He may be able to give you the information you require, and I 
am sending your letter to him, requesting him to get in touch 
with you, 

Another source where you might obtain information 
would be from my father's sisters daughter. She is much older 
than the rest of us, and when she lived at Chatsworth visited 
his grave, in fact I was with her on one of these occasions. 
Her maiden name was Carry Cook and she married a John Moran 
and went to live at Fairbury, where she lived a number of years, 
later moving to Winona Minn, and this is where we last heard 
from her. John Moran was a coal miner at Fairbury, in fact 
I think he owned a mine near there. He was well known there, 
and I think if you inguire there you might learn the where-a - 
abouts of his widow. I believe he had brothers living in 
that community, and I learned accidently this past year from 
two old men by the name of Thayer ,residents of Fairbur ; 
that John Moran had a son who makes his headquartars at 
Fairbury; he follows the races in some capacity. 

At my home in Walnut Creek I have my father's 
GAR badge and I think his Company and Regiment is on it, but 
I am not sure. Ee was a member of the Post at Chatsworth, 

I am wondering if he ever signed any papers giving information 
about his father, and if they would be on record. My father 
came from Perry County Ohio. 

I am very sorry that I am not able to give you 
any more information than I have, but am hoping that vou 
will be able to locate Mrs John Moran, as she is the one 
most likely to help you.
